funds. The inclusion of four Dies votes is a deliberate effort 
back the Dies Committee. 

It means that Rep. Thomas Scanlon of Pennsylvania, 
an active member of the Printing Pressman’s Union for 
some 30 years who has made a fine record in Congress, 
starts off with four strikes against him. Rep. Dies and all 
the other anti-labor and defeatist Congressmen start off with 
four votes on the right side of the AFL ledger. 

There are also four votes on the Smith-Connally Act— 
which means that Rep. Scanlon is 80 far just on a par with 
the. most anti-labor members of the House. On this basis 
Dies actually shows up better than Scanlon. Dies is absent 
most of the time, and didn’t get a chance to vote for the 
Smith-Connally Act all four times.

Anthony Eden pleaded 
that it is not in the interests of the United

Hitlerites? It surely cannot be the morale 
of the Nazi barbarians! 


The incident in the House of Commons 
serves to emphasize that our official policy 
toward the Sosnkowskis and Mikolaizcics is 
untenable.
